This (Tuesday) forenoon was
mainly devoted, in both house and
senate, to the introduction of rail-
road bhills, Oneof them incorporates
the Rutland-Canadian Railroad
Company, which proposes to build a
road from some point in Barlington,
crossing the lake in the vicinity of
Colchester Point, runn ngup throu, h
the towns of Grand Isle county and
connect with points on the New York
and Canada lines. W. C. Clement,
H. G. Smith, F, R. Wells, F. W,
Wilder, W. W. Stickney, J. W. Stew-
art, W.S. Webb, and P, W. Clement
are among the incorporators, and
the capital stock is put at §1,000,-
000,

Another bill incorporates the
Champlain Construction Company,
with some of the gentlemen named
above as incorporators, who are
given the right to build railroads,
canals, steamboats and structures
pertaining thereto.

Still another bill isin addition to
the charter of the present Rutland
Railroad Company, and allows them
to purchase and acquire railroad
property, terminal facilities, etc.

Ho expluins by stating that in
this disease the lining membrane of the
small intestines becomes intensely in-
flamed and engorged, eventually begin-
ning to slough away in spots, leaving
well defined nloers, nf which placés the
intestinnl walls become dangerously
thin,

Now, a solid food, if taken into the
stomaah, is likely to prodace patforation
of the intestines, dire resnlts naturally
following, and, this being the ounse,
golid foods or those containing a large
amount of innutritious substances sre
to be avoided a& dangerous,

But the banana, thongh it may be
clnsked ns a solid food, contuining as it
does some 95 per cent nutrition, does
not possess sufficient waste to irritate
the sore spots. Nearly the whole amount
taken into the stomach is absorbed, giv-
ing the patient more strength than can
be obtained from other food.—Ameri-
can Droggist.

OUR FARMERS AND CUBA.

‘Itie. agrioultaral  resources of Onba
are renlly astonishing when it is con-
sidered how slightly they have been de-
veloped, Of the 80,000,000 actes com-
posing the island it is estimated that
only 2,000,000 haye been plaved under
enltivation. Amozingly fertile as it is,
there is absolutely no limit to the pos-
sibilities of its production when the
aren of oultivation ghall be folly ex-
tended. Doubtless at the present junoc-
ture many American farmers will be
attracted to o fleld so vast and so prom-
ising ns affording greater scope for their
industry than can be secured at home,
Should such be tempted thither some
will no doubt succeed equal to  their
most sanguine expectations, but it is to
be feared that the majority will be dis-
appointed.

Though some of the céreals and veg-
etables raised in the northern portions
of tha United States can be grown in
Cuba its agricultural produots generally
are different and sre produced under

oircumstances which do not prevail in
this conntry. unless in the extreme
pouthern sections. Different methods of
agrioulture must of necessity be adopt
od, and the excessive heat wonld be not
the least of the disadvantages a north-
ern farmer trangported to Cuba’ would
have to contend with.

In elevated tablelands and in moun-
tain valleys wheat can be successfully
grown, as indeed it can, though less
plenteounsly, in other partaof the island,
but the lack of railway facilities places
a fatal bar against wrowing this grain
for export or even for home consump-
tion. That the 1sland has capabilities
so far as this cereal is concerned was
oyident for a long time; owing to a
piece of paternal legislation on the part
of Spain. This, it may be remarked,
was thoroughly in- keeping with her
unvarying policy in fostering her oolo-
nies, Ignoring the dutyshe owed to her
children in Cuba, the onltivation of
wheat was prohibited there, so that the
fields of the mother country might sup-
ply the colonists with bread. In conse-
gquence of this American wheat was
often ghipped to Cuba by way of Bpain.
It cost tho Cubang much more to get it
in this roundabout way, but the reve-
nue of Spain was benefitod. This was
the all important congideration, for the
Spanish in dealings with their descend-
ants across the water never thought of
the recipropal duties involved in the re-
lationghip. When flour was sent from
New York direct to the island, the
tariff on it was £4.20 a sack of 200
pounds. This prohibition of wheat oul-
ture, with the inevitable increase in the
price of bread, was one of the causes
that led to the insurrection, which has
resulted in the loss of Cuba and so
much more to Spain,

But even under a milder rule and
with freer advantages of trade it is
doubtful if wheat will be produced in
considerable quantities in Cnba, for the
gimple renson that sugar and other
orops can be raised more profitably. For
many years to come the island will
probably be dependent upon this coun-
try for its supply of flonr.

About Santiago as elsewhere through-
out the island there are numerous cocon-
nut groves, The trée grows readily and
upeedily, and its nots may be gothered
oheaply, for agile Cubans climb up the
smooth atems like monkeys and strip
the tree of its fruit in a short time.

taneously in all parts of the island,
though noattention is pnid to their cul-
tivation for exportation. Thére are six
kinds of bananas, and snch delicious
frnits as guavas, mangoes, zapotas,
tamarinds, ete.

As an evidenoe of Cuba'a great pro-
ductive wealth may be cited a typical
peasant’s home and surronndings visit-
ed during the recently ended insurrec-
tion. The family cousisted of a mother
and her numerons offspring and an in-
valid husband. The family almost en-
tirely depended upon the labor of a
grown son for subsistence, which wns
obtained from the land, soarcely more
than an acre of which was cultivated.
Her land supplied her with all the
necessaries of life excepting clothing
and salt. Of the former the family re.
quired but little and wore less, and in
cases of emergenoy a fair substitute for
the latter could be obtained from the
royal palin by a partioular process of
boiling. The products of hor small farm
as enumernted at the time consisted o
ooffes, sugar, molassee, beans, rioe,
honey, wax, sweet potatoes, yams, yuo-
cas, bananps, corn, « poultry, pigs, two
cows, severn]l horses and tobnoto, 'The
family conld also raise its own cotton
and make its own oloth, ns was done by
the aborigines, only that cotton spin-
ning and weaving are lost arts in Cuba.
Mareover all the veskels and utensils
used by this family, with the exception
of pots, were the product of the ifn-
medinte neighborhood. 18 i

presents few incentives for industry,

The vast expanses of patural pasture
land in the island ought to provea
great attraction to farmers and others
who buve devoted much attention to
the raieing of cattle. But little atten-
tion was given by the Spanigh govern-
ment to this source of wealth, for
Spain's political economy never consist-
od so much in & dicect land tax as in a
tax upon industry and commerce. Oon-
sequently a ranchman or a landed pro-
prietor might b9 the owner of exten-
sive pastures and large herds of cattle,
but the government took no account of
it until the owner began to dispose of
his #tock in the market,

With perpetual summer, or at least
no enow and frost to constitute a win-
ter as known further north, the cattle
industry can be condnoted at the mini-
mum of cost. The stock never need
housing, and the grass is as luxuriant
in the winter months ag in the summer
time, Western men who fought in the
ranks of the rough riders in Cuba were

enthusinstio over the prospects it held-

forth for cattle raneches. During the in-
surrection the. herds were greatly de-
ploted by the Ounbans, who slanghtered
the cattle in many instances for the
kidneys alone and left the rest of the
caroasses to rot on the field.

During the oooupation of Pinar del
Rio by the insurgents it was a singular
oversight on the part of the authorities
that in attempting to starve the rebels
out of that provined they did not take
into congideration the fact that myriads
of cattle roamed over the grassy plains,
and that the tree clad hills and valleys
were alive with hogs, which furnished
the insnrgents with an unfailing supply
of food.

'The pasture lakds north of Trinidad
aro 8o well adapted for the raising of

- horses that it was formerly a common

phrase that even the beggars of Trini-
dad pursued their vocation on horses
back, In the vicinity of Sancta Spiritus,
extending eastward to the province of
Santingo, are extensive prairies which
furnish grazing for great herds of ecat:
tle. Some of them are without natural
water supply, but they have been pro-
vided with enormous wells at intervals.
These sometimes reach a depth of 300
feot, and the water is drawn by a noria,
n device employed by the Moors when
they oconpied Spain. This consists of ‘n
large wooden wheel made to revolve by
animal power, over which passes an
endless belt, to which buckets are at-
tached. The cattle ranges extend far
across that part of Cuba termed Cama-
guey to Santiago proyince.

The mountaing of Guantapamo, in
the vieinity of Santiago, are considered
the most productive coffee regions in
Cuba. Coffée is grown in every part of
the island. At one time it was as large-
ly cultivated in the valleys and plains
a8 is now the sugar cane, but at present
most of the coffee raising is done in the
digtriot and neighborhood of Santiago
and in the jurisdiction of Guantanamo.
Land in this part of the island has been
particularly cheap; and planters in con-
sequence have found it to their advan-
tage, as their old pliaces became worn
out, to sell them and remove to Gnanta-
pamo’s beantiful bills, where the oli-
mate is healthful, the crops excellent
and the land cheap. '

Coffes cultura in Cubn for varions
reasons has declined somewhbat during
the past quarter of & century, This has
been due in somo degree to the practi-
oally probibitive tariff placed by the
United States on Cuban coffee in favor
of the Brogilian crop. Many who for-
merly planted coffes now raise sugar

pane, partly becanse they can use in
this way to greater advantage their
large number of hands, and partly be-
cause of the uncertainty of the coffes
orop, whose price varies from $3 to $30
per 100 pounds,

The coffée plantations in Cuba most
noted for the richness and exocellence of
the bean are those situated on the range
of mountaing called the Siexra Muestra,
in the vioinity of Santiage, in the Vu-
olto Abnjo, and in the districtsof Al-
quizar ‘and San Marcos,

These plantations are known as oa-
fotales. They are among the most ex-
teneive Agticultural establishments car-
ried on in Cuba, They vary in size from
100 to more than 1,000 acres. In the
low country the number of hands s
about 100 ton large plantation. Thae
avernge elsowhere is nbout 50 negroes
to évery 1,000 ncres,

Two Mon sud & Woman Who Barely Got
Out of Alnsks With Their Lives.

Seattle, Wash., Oct, 24.—A detachment
of Captain Abercrombie's surveying
party, conslsting of 14 men, under Lieu-
tenant Kelly, U, 8, A,, arrived here this
morning from Cook's Inlet, on the stegm-
er Alkl. .

T. A. Buker of Portland, Or., Who has
arrived from Alaska, says he met two
men and & woman at Skaguay who had
just finished a trip of incredible har-
phips over the Edmonton tradl, They
were Henry Mitchell and wite of Golden-
dale and George Lefevre of Spokane,
who left Spokane 14 months ago for the
Klondike by the overland route. When
they started they had 20,000 pounds of
provisions, and 21 horses. Now they have
nothing, All thelr supplies and anlmals
were lost, and they consider themselves
fortunate In having escaped with their
Hves.

They saw provisions scattered along
the trall from the time they were well
up in the intérior untll they left for the
coast and found several graves of those
who had perished In attempting to reach
the gold fields. Several times they losat
thefr way, and It was only by good for-
tune that the trail was found agaim.
After traveling several hundred mlles,
and percelving that it was useless to at-
tempt to gét through by keeping to the
regular route, they made directly for
the coast, guing down one of the rivers
to the south of Skaguay,

25, —General Pllar, who s
looked upon as being the leading rival
of Aguinaldo for the leadership of the
Philippine insurgents, has been sum-
moned to Malolos, the Insurgent hend-
quarters, and has been arrested. Tha
charge agalnst him ls disregurding Ag-
ulpaldo's authority and attempting to
defy the Americans.

It s hoped that Aguinaldo's Influence
will prevent a confliet between the in-
surgents and Americans,  Aguinaldo
has removed several of the Insurgent
officers who are uneducated and unfitted
for their positions, but he has been com-
pelled to reinstate them,

Agulnaldo is deslrous of going to Paris
for the purpose of appearing before the
peace commissloners, but he Iy pre-
vented from so doing by the jealousies
exlsting nmong the insurgent leaders.

GOLD BRICK GAME:

fwo Englishmen Saved #$10,000 by the
Arrest of n Swindler.

New York, Oct, 24,—Phe fact that two
weilthy Engllshmen ' escaped a costly
experience with a swindler Is due to
the keenness of the detective bureau
under Captaln McClusky. The English-
men are $10,000 better off on this account,
and Robert Roe, dllas Morton, allas
Martin, 52 years of age, recognized by
detectives as an old time crook, is under
arrest charged with attempt at grand
larceny,

About the middle of July, J. Algernon
Wood recelved a letter at his home In
England, addressed to his father, and
postmarked Astoris, Ore., U. 8, A, Major
Wood had been dead nine months. He
left a large fortune, and hls son is ong
of the executors of the estate, The let-
ter was slgned "Edward Martin,” and
detalled ta Major Wood movements of
a party of miners In Britlsh Columbia
and near the headweaters of the Peace
river, Major Wood was addressed as
“Dear Major,” and the letter was seem-
fngly to an old friend, It reported that
the miners last season cleaned up nearly
£40,000 worth of gold.

A# a result of the entleing terms of the
letter the younger Wood came to New
York, Later he went to a hotel In
Niagara Falls, where he was to meet
Martin and complete negotiations, The
latter ‘wan' shocked when informed of
the death of Major Wood. A number of
{nterviews regarding the disposition of
Major Wood's share In a bar of gold fol-
lowed, Under the terms of his father's
will the younger Wood could not draw
more than 32600 at a time without the
signature of his co-executors, Mr.
Wood, however, sent to his home In Eng-
land for Reginald Balas, a friend, who
was able Lo ralse 310,000, the amount re-
quired by Mr. Martin for his share In the
gold brick.

The men met In New York, A num-
ber of borings In the bar of alleged gold
were made, but the horingswere cleverly
changed by Martin, gold belng subatl-
tuted for the baser metal. The assay
office reported that the gold samples
shown aspayed 18 carats fine.

It was by mere chance that Wood hap-
pened to mentlon the incident to a New
York lawyer, who at once sent him to
Captain McClusky, The chlef of de-
tectives recognized at once the familiar
game and dispatched two detectives to
arrest Martin. They did so while the
